President Arkwright has declared 
that if he cannot force the asphalt 
contractors, whom he holds to be re- 
sponsible, to repair the holes along 
the tracks of his company on Peach- 
tree street, he will proceed inde- 
pendently and immediately to put the 
tracks in proper order by having 
other asphalt contractors do the 
‘work.

As The Constitution has frequently

The good people are in the 
majority in every community; and 
when the good people show b, their 
works and their acts that there is 
to be no temporizing with the mob 
'there wiil be no mob. 
F The penalties of a :ontinuance of 

hese lynching conditions are so 
‘manifest that it is hardly necessary 
to recite them. The Constitution 
has pointed out the dangerous polis- 
ical effects, the ban they place upon 
immigration, the impossibility of 
securing to this section the capital 
necessary: to the development of its 
resources. Are the good people of thes 3 
states willing to pay these penalties? 
And are they willing to have it her- 
alded to the world that the civiliza- 
tion of these states is a failure; that 
it is no better than that of the fron- 
tler which the law has. never 
reached? 

These are questions the people of 
this and other southern states must 
ask themselves. The lynching pro- 
blem is an intensely practical one. 
Its solution is in the hands of the 
00d people who, being immensely 
in the majority, have full power to 
make effective the preventive. Will 
they do it? 

We feel sure they will; but no anti- 
lynching crusade can be effective 
unless there is full realization of the 
fact that defending or condoning 
lynching, for any crime gives the 
mob full license in other crimes, and, 
after that, where there have been no 
crimes at all; and, further, that the 
lynching of negroes will inevitably 
lead to the lynching of white men 
as well. 


President Hadley on Education. 

In his excellent address before the 
educational congress, recently held at 
St. Louis, President Hadley, of Yale 
university, pointed out some of the 
defects of our modern educational 
System. He - deprecated the ten- 
dency of our schools to emphasize 
individualism, with its inevitable 
egoism, at the expense of ethical and 
moral] standards and the general good. 
He declared that the earlier colleges 
were occupied with the creation and 
maintenance of standards of thought 
and of conduct, rather than with the 
practical end of fitting the student 
for his life work. Today we “no 
longer seek to maintain standards,” 
declares this emfnent educator: “we 
bend our educational efforts to the 
material success of the student in 
the battle of life, that success being 
gauged by his earning capacity.” 
Prof. Hadley does not condemn the 
intense materialism of our modern 
education as wholly bad, for he recog- 
nizes the stress of livelihood outside 
the college walls; he simply laments 
that the duty of maintaining public 
| standards has sunk in the back.

Court, 


“My boy is gullty, judge. He hag ac- 
knowledge to me that he has stolen, and 
I ask that justice be tempered with 
mercy. My boy has been led astray by 
bad associates and I ask that you give 
him a chance to redeem himself.” 

This confession was made by G. B. 
Thompson, of 20 Orange street, in the 
recorders court yesterday afternoon 
when his son, Fieming, was arraigned on
